BAPTISM OF INFANTS, 

TO BE USED IN THE CHURCH. 
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t The People are to be admonished, that it is most conyenicnt that 
Baptism should not be administered but upon Sundays and other 
Holy-days, or Prayer-days. Nevertheless (if necessity so require) 
Baptism may be administered upon any other day. 

IT There shall be for every Male Child to be baptized, when they can 
be had, two God-fathers and one God-mother ; and for every female, 
one Grod-father and two God-mothers ; and Parents shall be admitted 
aa Sponsors, if it be desired. 

IT When there are Children to be baptized, the Parents or Sponsors 
shall give knowledge thereof, before the beginning of Morning Pray- 
er, to the Minister. And then the God-fathers and God-mothers, 
and the People with the Children, must be ready at the Font, either 
immediately after the last Lesson at Morning Prayer, or else imme- 
diately after the last Lesson at Evening Prayer, as the Minister, by 
his discretion, shall appoint And the Minister coming to the Font 
(which is then to be filled with pure Water) and standing tiu^, 
shall say. 

Hath this Child been already baptized or no 1 

f If they answer, JVo ; then shall the Minister proceed as foUoweth. 

DEARLY beloved, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin; and our Saviour 
Christ saith, None can enter into the kingdom of 
God, except he be regenerate and born anew of 
Water and of the Holy Ghost ; I beseech you to call

IT Then shall the Minister say. 

Let us pray. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, who, of thy 
great mercy, didst save Noah and his family 
in the Ark from perishing by water ; and also didst 
safely lead the children of Israel, thy people, through 
the Red Sea, figuring thereby thy holy Baptism ; 
and by the Baptism of thy well-beloved Son Jesus 
Christ in the river Jordan, didst sanctify water, to 
the mystical washing away of sin ; we beseech thee, 
for thine infinite mercies, that thou wilt mercifully 
look upon this Child; wash kimy and sanctify him 
with the Holy Ghost ; that Ae, being delivered from 
thy wrath, may be received into the Ark of Christ's 
Church ; and being steadfast in faith, joyful through 
hope, and rooted in charity, may so pass the waves 
of this troublesome world, that finally he may come 
to the land of everlasting life ; there to reign with 
thee, world without end, through Jesus Christ our 
Loi'd. Amen.

IT Thetf the Minister shall say as follows : or else shall pass on to the 
questions addressed to the Sponsors ; and from thence to the Prayer 
immediately before the Immersion, or the pouring of Water on the 
Infant But note; that, in every Church, the intermediate parts of 
the Service shall be used, once at least in every month (if there be 
a Baptism) for the better instructing of the people in the Grounds 
of Infant Baptism. 

Hear the words of the Gospel, written by Saint 
Mark, in the tenth chapter, at the thirteenth verse. 

THEY brought young children to Christ, that 
he should touch them ; and his disciples re- 
buked those who brought them. But when Jesus 
saw it, he was much displeased, and said unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come unto me, and for- 
bid them not ; for of such is the kingdom of God. 
Verily I say unto you. Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall ii<it 
enter therein. And he took them up in his^. arms, 
put his hands upon them, and blessed them. 

ir After the Gospel Is read, the Minister shall make this brief Exhor- 
tation upon the words of the Grospel : 

BELOVED, ye hear in this Gospel the words of 
our Saviour Christ, that he commanded the 
children to be brought unto him ; how he blamed 
those who would have kept them from him ; how 
he exhorteth all men to follow their innocency. Ye 
perceive how, by his outward gesture and deed, he 
declared his gooid will towards them : For he em- 
braced them in hi« arms, he laid his hands upon 
them, and blessed them. Doubt ye not therefore, 
but earnestly believe, that he will likewise favoura- 
bly receive this present Infant; that he will embrace 
him with the arms of his mercy ; that he will give 
unto him the blessing of eternal life, and make him 
Partaker of his everlasting kin^gdouv. "W^^x'Si^^s^j^

Grant that he may have power and strength to 
have victory, and to triumph against the devil, the 
world, and the flesh. Amen. 

Grant that whosoever is here dedicated to thee 
by our office and ministry, may also be endued 
with heavenly virtues, and everlastingly rewarded, 
through thy mercy, O blessed Lord God, who dost 
live and govern all things, world without end. Amen. 

ALMIGHTY, everliving God, whose most dearly

T If those who present the Infant shall desire the sign of the Cross to 
be omitted, although the Church knov\'s no worthy cause of scruple 
concerning the same, yet, in that case, the Minister may omit that 
pai-t of the above which follows the Immersion, or the pouring of 
Water on the Infant. 

t Then shall the Minister say, 

SEEING now, dearly beloved brethren, that this 
Child is regenerate, and grafted into the body 
of Christ's Church ; let us give thanks unto Almigh- 
ty God for these benefits, and with one accord make 
our prayers unto him, that this Child m/jy lead the 
rest of his life according to this beginning. 

IT Then shall be said, all kneeling, 

OUR Father, who art in Heaven, Hallowed be 
thy Name ; Thy Kingdom eome ; Thy Will 
^ done on Earth, as it is Heaven ; Give us this day 
our daily bread; And forgive us out Uesp^^*^ «yB we 
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forgive those who trespass against us ; And lead 
■ not into temptation; But deliver us from ev

' H Then shall the Minister say,

IT Then, all standing up, the Minister shall say to the God-fathers a 
God- mothers this Exhortation following : 

ORASMUCH as this Child hath promised I 
you his Sureties, to renounce the devil and t 
his works, to believe in God, and to serve him; ; 
must remember, that it is your parts and duties 
see that this Infant be taught, so soon as he shall 1 
\ able to learn, what a solemn vow, promise, and pr 

I fession he hath here made by you. And that he mi 

I know these things the better, ye shall call upon hi 

to hear Sermons ; and chiefly ye shall provide, th 
he may learn the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, and tl 
Ten Commandments, and all other things which 
Christian ought to know and believe to his soul 
health ; and that this Child may be virtuously broug 
up to lead a godly and a Christian life : rememberi: 
always, that Baptism doth represent unto us our pr 
fession ; which is, to follow the example of our S 
viour Christ, and to be made like unto him ; that 
he died, and rose agam fot \x^^ ^o ^ovi^^-^^^"^^^^ 
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baptized, die from sin, and rise again unto righteous- 
ness ; continually mortifying all our evil and corrupt 
affections, and daily proceding in all virtue and god- 
liness of living. 

IT Then shall he add, and say, 

YE are to lake care that this Child be brought to 
the Bishop to be confirmed by him, so soon as 
he can say the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, and the 
Ten Commandments, and is sufficiently instructed 
in the other parts of the Church Catechism set forth 
for that purpose. 
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IT The Minister of every Parish shall often admonish the People, that 
they defer not the Baptism of their Children longer than the first or 
second Sunday next after their birth, or other Holy-day falling be- 
tween, unless upon a great and reasonable cause. 

IT And also they shall warn them, that, without like great cause and 
necessity they procure not their Children to be baptized at home in 
their houses. But when need shall compel them so to do, then 
Baptism shall be administered as foUoweth. 

IT First, let the Minister of the Parish (or, in his absence, any other 
lawful Minister that can be procured) with those who are present* 
call upon God, and say the Lord's Prayer, and so many of the Col« 
lects appointed to be said before in the Form of Public Baptism, as 
the time and present exigence will sufl^r. And then, the Child be- 
ing named by some one who is present, the Minister shall pour water 
upon it, saying these words : 

NI baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
• andof the Son, and of the Holy Ghost Amem 

Y Then the Minister shall give thanks unto God, and say, 

WE yield thee hearty thanks, most merciful 
Father, that it hath pleased thee to regenerate 
this Infant with thy holy Spirit, to receive him for 
thine own Child by adoption, and to incorporate him 
into thy holy Church. And humbly we beseech 
thee to grant, that A€, being dead unto sin, and liv- 
ing unto righteousness, and being buried with Christ 
in his death, may crucify the old man, and utterly 
abolish the whole body of sin; and that as A« ic 
made Partaker of the DeaVia oi xXi'j ^tl^ Vxsisci '^v^ 
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be Partaker of his Resurrection; so that finally, 
with the residue of thy Holy Church, he may be an 
Inheritor of thine everlasting Kingdom, through 
Christ our Lord. Amen, 

IT And let them not doubt, but that the Child so baptized is lawfully 
and sufficiently baptized, and ought not to be baptized again. Yet 
nevertheless, if the Child which is after this sort baptized, do after- 
wards live, it is expedient that it be brought into the. Church, to the 
intent that if the Minister of the same parish did himself baptize 
that Child, the Congregation may be certified of the true form of 
Baptism, by him privately before used.* 

* The remaining part of this office which relates to the public acknowledgment 
in the church of the private Imptism of infants, is of course here omitted.

IT When any such Persons as are of Riper Years are to be baptized* 
timely notice shall be ^iven to the Minister ; that so due cal'e may 
be taken for their examination, whether th^y be sufficiently instruct- 
ed in the Principles of the Christian Religion ; and that they may be 
exhorted to prepare themselves, with prayers and fasting, for the 
receiving of tnis Holy Sacrament. 

IT And if they shall be found fit, then the God-fathers and God-moth* 
ers, (the People being assembled upon the Sunday, Holy Day, or 
Prayer Day appointed) shall be ready to present them at the Font, 
immediately after the Second Lesson, either at Morning or Evening 
Prayer, as the Minister, in his discretion, shall think fit 

IT And standing there, the Minister shall ask. Whether any of the Per- 
sons here presented be baptized or no? If they shall answer, JVb; 
then shall the Minister say thus: 

DEARLY beloved, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin, (and that which is 
bom of the flesh is flesh) and they who are in the 
flesh cannot please God, but live in sin, committing^ 
many actual transgressions ; and our Saviour Christ 
saith, None can enter into the kingdom of God, ex- 
cept he be regenerate and born anew of Water and

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THERE was a man of the Pharisees, named Ni- 
codemus, a ruler of the Jews. The same came 
to Jesus by night, and said unto him, Rabbi, we 
know that thou art a Teacher come from God ; for 
no man can do these miracles that thou doest, except 
God be with him. Jesus answered and said unto 
him. Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him. How can a man be born 
when he is old ? can he enter the second time into 
his mother's womb, and be born 1 Jesus answered 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee. Except a man be 
born of Water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter in- 
to the kingdom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh, is flesh ; and that which is born of the Spirit, 
is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto thee. Ye must 
be bom again. The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof; but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth : so is 
every one that is born of the Spirit. 

IT After which he shall say this Exhortation following : 

BELOVED, ye hear in this Gospel the express 
words of our Saviour Christ, that, except a man 
be born of Water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God. Whereby ye may per- 
ceive the great necessity of this Sacrament, where it 
may be had. Likewise, immediately before his as- 
cension into heaven, (as we read in the last chapter 
of Saint Mark's Gospel,) he gave command to his 
disciples, saying. Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the Gospel to every creature. He that believeth, 
and is baptized, shall be saved ; but he that believ- 
eth not, shall be damned : Which also showeth unto 
us the great benefit we reap thereby. For which 
cause Saint Peter the Apostle, when upon his first 
preaching of the Gospel many were pricked at the 
heart, and said to him and the rest of the Ajjos^tia*.^ 
Men and brethren, w\iat AioXV ^^ ^^\ ^t^^i ^s»^ 
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said UDto them, Repent and be baptized every one 
of you, for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost : For the promise is to 
you and your children, and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God shall call. And 
with many other words exhorted he them, saying. 
Save yourselves from this untoward generation. For, 
as the same Apostle testifieth in another place, even 
Baptism doth also now save us, (not the putting 
away of the filth of the flesh, but the answer of a 
good conscience towards God,) by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. Doubt ye not therefore, but ear- 
nestly believe, that he will favourably receive these 
E resent Persons^ truly repenting, and coming unto 
im by faith ; that he will grant them remission of 
their sins, and bestow upon them the Holy Ghost ; 
that he will give them the blessing of eternal life, 
and make them Partakers of his everlasting kingdom. 
Wherefore, we being thus persuaded of the good- 
will of our heavenly Father toward these Persons^ 
declared by his Son Jesus Christ, let us faithfully and 
devoutly give thanks to him, and say, 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, heavenly 
Father, we give thee humble thanks, that thou 
hast vouchsafed to call us to the knowledge of thy 
grace, and faith in thee : Increase this knowledge, 
and confirm this faith in us evermore.

IT It is expedient that every Person thus baptized should be confirmed 
by the Bishop, so soon after his Baptifim as conveniently may be ; 
that so he may be admitted to the Holy Communion. 

If Whereas necessity may require the baptizing of Adults in private 
houses, in consideration of extreme sickness ; the same is hereby 
allowed in that case. And a convenient number of persons shall be 
assembled in the house where the Sacrament is to be performed. And 
in the Exhortation, Well-beloved, &c. instead of these words, come 
hither desiring, shall be inserted this word, deHroits. 

t If there be occasion for the office of Infant Baptism and that of 
Adults at the same time, the Minister shall use the Exhortation and 
one of the Prayers next following in the Office for Adults ; only, in 
the Exhortation and prayer, after the words, these Persons, and 
these thy Servants, adding, and these Infants. Then the Minister 
shall proceed to the questions to be demanded in the cases respec- 
tively. After the immersion, or the pouring of water, the prayer

profit, and help you forward in the right way that 
leadeth unto everlasting life. 

IT If the Person visited be very sick, then the Minister may end his 
Exhortation in this Place, or else proceed : 

TAKE therefore in good part the chastisement of 
the Lord: For, as Saint Paul saith, in the 
twelfth chapter to the Hebrews, Whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receive th. If ye endure chastening, God dealetfa 
with you as with sons : For what son is he whom the 
Father chasteneth not 1 But if ye be without chas- 
tisement, whereof all are partakers, then are ye bas- 
tards, and not sons. Furthermore, we have had fii- 
thers of our flesh, which corrected us, and we gave 
them reverence; Shall we not much rather te in 
subjection unto the Father of spirits, and live 1 For 
they verily for a few days chastened us after their 
own pleasure ; but he for our profit, that we might 
be partakers of his holiness. These words^ good 
brother, are written in holy Scripture, for oiur comfort 
and instruction ; that we should patiently, and with 
thanksgiving, bear our heavenly Father's correction, 
whensoever, by any manner of adversity, it shall 
please his gracious goodness to visit us. And there 
should be no greater comfort to Christian persona, 
than to be made like unto Christ, by suffering pa- 
tiently adversities, troubles, and 8ickae««e&. ¥*^\,^ 
himself went not up to joy,\>\xV&t^V.\v^ ^\5Sfc\ft5S.^^«i 
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he entered not into his glory, before he was cruci- 
fied. So truly our way to eternal joy, is to suffer here 
with Christ ; and our door to enter into eternal life, 
is gladly to die with Christ ; that we may rise again 
from death, and dwell with him in everlasting life. 
Now, therefore, taking your sickness, which is thus 
profitable for you, patiently, I exhort you in the 
name of God, to remember the profession which you 
made unto God in your Baptism. And forasmuch 
as after this life there is an account to be given unto 
the righteous Judge, by whom all must be judged, 
without respect of persons; I require you to examine 
yourself, and your estate, both toward God and man; 
so that, accusing and condemning yourself for your 
own faults, you may find mercy at our heavenly 
Father's hand for Christ's sake, and not be accused 
and condemned in that fearful judgment. There- 
fore I shall rehearse to you the Articles of our Faith; 
that you may know whether you do believe as a 
Christian man should, or no.

And in Jesus Christ his only begotten Son our 
Lord 1 And that he was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary ; that he suffered un- 
der Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried ;

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost ; The 
holy Catholic Church ; The Communion of Saints ; 
The Remission of sins; The Resurrection of the 
^eab; and ererlaating life after death ? 
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IT The sick Person shall answer. 

All this I steadfastly believe. 

IT Then shall the Miniser examine, whether he repent him truly ol 
his sins, and be in charity with all the world ; exhorting him to for- 
give, from the bottom of his heart, all persons that have offended 
him ; and if he hath offended any other, to ask them forgiveness ; 
and where he hath done injury or wrong to any man, that he make 
amends to the uttermost of his power. And if he hath not before dis- 
posed of his goods, let him then be admonished to make his Will, and 
to declare his debts, what he oweth, and what is owing unto him, for 
the better discharging of his conscience, and the quietness of his Exe- 
cutors. But men should often be put in remembrance to take order for 
the settling of their temporal estates, whilst they are in health. 

t The Exhortation before rehearsed may be said before the Minister 
begin his Prayer, as he shall see cause. 

IT The Minister shall not omit earnestly to move such sick persons as 
are of ability, to be liberal to the poor. 

IT And then the Minister shall say the Collect following.

OMOST merciful God, who, according* to the 
multitude of thy mercies, dost so put away the 
sins of those who truly repent, that thou remember- 
est them no more ; open thine eye of mercy upon 
this thy servant, who most earnestly desireth pardon 
and forgiveness.

Christ our Lord. Amen.

But if the sick Person be not able to come to the Church, 
and yet is desirous to receive the Communion in his house ; then he 
must give timely notice to the Minister, signifying also how many 
there are to communicate with him (which shall be two at the 
least;) and all things necessary being prepared, the Minister shall 
there celebrate the Holy Communion, beginning with the Collect, 
Epistle, and Crospel, here following :

that Jesus Christ hath suffered death upon the Cross iox him, and 
shed his Blood for his redemption, earnestly remembering the bene- 
fits He hath thereby, and giving him hearty thanks therefore, he doUi 
eat and drink the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ profiti^^ to 
his soul's health, although he do not receive the Sacrament with his 
mouth. 

t When the sick Persolfis visited and receiveth the Holy Communion 
all at one time, Hien the Minister, for more expedition, shaU-H^ut off

f In- the times of contagious sickness or disease, when none of the 
Parish or Neighbours can be gotten to communicate with the sick 
in their houses,- for fear of the infection; upon special request of the 
diseased, the Minister alone may communicate with him.

t Here is to be noted, that the office ensuing is not to be used for aiijr 
unbaptized Adults, any who die excommunicate, or who have laid 
violent hands upon themselves. 

IF The Minister, meeting the Corpse at the entrance of the Church- 
yard, and going befose* it either into the Church, or towards the 
Grave, shall say, or mbi^.. 

I AM the resunpeetion and the life, saith the Lord ; 
he that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live : And whosoever liveth and believ- 
eth in me, shall never die. St. John xi. 25, 26. 

I KNOW that my Redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day upon the earth : And 
though after my skin worms destroy this body, yet 
in my flesh shall I see Grod ; whom I shall see for 
myself, and mine eyes shall behold, and not another. 
M xix. 25, 26, 27. 

WE brought nothing into this world, and it is 
certain we can carry nothing out. The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away ; blessed be the 
name of the Lord. 1 Tim. vi. 7. Job i. 21.

LESSON. 1 COR. XV. 20. 

Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first fruits of them that slept. For since b^ man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every man in his own 
order : Christ the first fruits ; afterward they that 
are Christ's at his coming. Then cometh the end, 
when he shall have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father ; when he shall have put down all 
rule, and ail authority, and power. For he must 
reign till he hath put all enemies under his feet. The 
last enemy that shall be destroyed is death : for he 
hath put all things under his feet. But when he 
saith all things are put under him, it is manifest that 
he is except^ which did put all things under him. 
And when all things shall be subdued unto him, then 
shall the Son also liimself be subject unto him that 
put all things under him, that God may be all in all. 
Else what shall they do which are baptised for the 
dead, if the dead rise not at all ? Why are they 
then baptised for the dead ? And why stand we in 
jeopardy every hour ? I protest by your rejoicing, 
which I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If 
after the manner of men I have fought with beasts 
at Ephesus, what advantageth it me if the dead rise 
not ? Let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we die. 
Be not deceived : evil comm\xtac«X\wv^ ^wcxa^\. ^gg^w^ 
mtuanei-M. Awake to rigViXoowitwb%v «jA «»^ Ttfa8c\ vrt«i 
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some have not the knowledge of God. I speak this 
to your shame. But some man will say, How are 
the dead raised up ? and with what body do they 
come? Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not 
quickened except it die. And that w^hich thou sow- 
est, thou sowest not that body that shall be, but bare 
grain ; it may chance of wheat, or of some other 
grain. But God giveth it a body as it hath pleased 
nim ; and to every seed his own body. All flesh is 
not the same flesh ; but there is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another ot birds. There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial : but the glory of the celestial 
is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is another. 
There is one glory of the sun, and another glory of 
the moon, and another glory of the stars: for one 
star diflereth from another star in glory. So also is 
the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in corrup* 
tion ; it is raised in incorruption. It is sown in dis< 
honour ; it is raised in glory. It is sown in weakness ; 
it is raised in power. It is sown a natural body ; it 
is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body. And so it is written. 
The first man Adam was made a living soul, the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit, that 
was not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural ; and afterward that which is spiritual. The 
first man is of the earth, earthy : the second man is 
the Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, such are 
they that are earthy : and as is the heavenly, such 
are they also that are heavenly. And as we have 
borne the ima^ of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. Now this I say, brethren, 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
Grod ; neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. 
Behold, I show you a mystery : we shall not all sleep, 
hut we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the 
twiakJing of an eye, at the last trump : for the 
trumpet shall aoi^ui, and the deaA sVi^u \)^ xmi^ 
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incorruptible, and we shall be changed. For this 
corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written, Death is swallowed 
up in victory. O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory ? The sting of death is 
sin, and the strength of sin is the law. But thanks 
be to God, which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord ; forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord.

MAN, that is born of a woman, hath but a short 
time to live, and is full of misery* . He cometh 
up and is cut down like a flower; he ileeth as it 
were a shadow, and never continueth in one stay. 

In the midst of life we are in death : Of whom may 
we seek for succour, but of thee, O Lord, who for 
our sins art justly displeased. 

Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most mighty, 
O holy and most merciful Saviour, deliver us not 
into the bitter pains of eternal death. 

Thou knowest, Lord the secrets of our hearts:

either by will, word, or deed, there to bewail your own 
sinfulness, and to confess yourself to Almighty Grod, with 
full purpose of amendment of life. And if |^ou shall per- 
ceive your offences to be such as are not only against God, 
but al^o against your neighbours ; then to reconcile your- 
self io them, being ready to make restitution and satisfac- 
tion, according to the uttermost of your power, for all inju- 
ries and wrongs done by you to any other : and being like- 
wise ready to forgive others who have oflended you^ as you 
would have forgiveness of your offences at Grod's hand. 
And to this true repentance and change of mind you must 
add a lively and steadfast faith, and dependence upon the 
merits of the death of Christ, with an entire resignation of 
yourself io the will of Grod. Except you repent, and believe, 
we can give you no hope of salvation. But U you do sin- 
cerely repent and believe, God hath declared, though your 
sins be as red as scarlet, they shall be made white as snow ; 
though your wickednesses have gone over your head, yet 
shall they not be your destruction. 

We exhort you therefore in the name of Grod, and of his 
dear Son Jesus.Christ our Saviour, and as you tender your 
own Salvation, to take good heed of these things in time, 
while the day of salvation lasteth ; for the night cometh, 
when no man can work. While you have the light, believe 
in the light, and walk as children of the light, that you be 
not cast into outer darkness ; that you m^y not knock, when 
the door shall be shut ; and cry for mercy, when it is the 
time of justice. Now you are the object of Grod's mercy, 
if by repentance and true faith you turn unto him : but if 
you neglect these things, you will be the object of his justice 
and vengeance : Now you may claim the merits of Christ ;

IT When a Cnminal is under Sentence of Death, the Minister shall 
proceed, immediately after the Collect^ O God, who sparest, &c.

the merits, of our Saviour. Consider then seriouHly with 

jrourself, in all appemmnoe Xi»i\tM oi yjnw ^ifi«As8i^ 
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draweth near ; your sins have laid fast hold upon you ; 
you are soon to be removed from among men by a violent 
death; and you shall fade away suddenly like the grass, 
which in the morning is green and groweth up, but in the 
evening is cut down, dried up, and withered. After you 
have thus finished the course of a sinful and miserable life, 
you shall appear before the Judge of all flesh ; who, as he 
pronounces blessings on the righteous, shall likewise say, 
"with a terrible voice of most just judgment, to the wicked. 
Go, ye accursed, into the fire everlasting, prepared for the 
devil and his angels. 

Your sins have brought you too near this dreadful sen- 
tence : it is therefore your part and duty, my brother, hum- 
bly to confess and bewail your great and manifold offences, 
and to repent you truly of your sins, as you tender the 
eternal salvation of your soul. 

Be not deceived with a Vain and presumptuous expecta- 
tion of God's favour, nor say within yourself. Peace, peace, 
where there is no peace ; for there is no peace, saith my 
God, to the wicked. God is not mocked ; he is of purer 
eyes than to behold iniquity ; and without holiness no man 
shall see the Lord. On the other hand, despair not of God's 
mercy, though trouble is on every side ; for Grod shutteth 
not up his mercies for ever in displeasure : But if we con. 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. Do not either 
way abuse the goodness of Grod, who calleth us mercifully 
to amendment, and of his endless pity promiseth us forgive, 
ness of that which is past, if with a perfect and true heeft 
we return unto him. 

Since therefore you are soon to pass into an endless and 
unchangeable state, and your future happiness or misery 
depends upon the few moments which are lef\ you ; I re- 
quire you strictly to examine yourself, and your estate 
both towards Grod and towards man ; and let no worldly 
consideration hinder you from making a true and full con- 
fession of your sins, and giving all the satisfaction whtch 
is in your power to every one whom you have wronged or 
injured ; that you may find mercy at your heavenly Fa- 
ther's hand, for Christ's sake, and wol b^^0^^\«usi&.\sL^^ib^ 
dretulful day of judgment. 
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Lastly, beloved, submit yourself with Christian resigna- 
tion to the just judgment of God, which your own crimes 
have brought upon you, and be in charity with all men ; 
being ready sincerely to forgive all such as have offended 
you, not excepting those who have persecuted you even 
unto death : And, though this may seem a hard saying, yet 
know assuredly, that without it your charity is not yet per- 
fect. And fail not earnestly to endeavour and pray for 
this blessed temper and composure of mind. So may you 
cast yourself with an entire dependence upon the mercies 
of God, through the merits of our Saviour and Redeemer 
Jesus Christ.

Spirit ; that he, being converted and reconciled unto thee, 

before thy judgments have cut him off from the earth, may 

at the hour of his death depart in peace, and be received 

into thine everlasting kingdom, through Jesus Christ our 

Lord.

PRAYERS FOR THE SICK. 



[The solemn engagements into which every Minister enters at his 
ordination, as well as a decent respect for the institutions of the 
Church, impose on him, it is to be presumed, an obligation to conform, 
as far as possible, in his visitation of the sick, to the excellent oflSce 
prescribed by the Church : and this office, and the occasional prayers 
annexed to it, are admirably suited to the general, as well as the more 
particular situation of sick persons. 

It is to be presumed, however, that in cases where it will evidently 
tend to edification, there may be allowed to clergymen, in the visitation 
of the sick, a license not admfssible on other occasions ; and that they 
may be allowed to introduce prayers, not prescribed by the Church, 
into their devotions with the sick. The Church of England has in 
some Qxeasure sanctioned this liberty in one of her canons. Some of 
her most eminent Clergy have published and used devotions for the sick 
in addition to those prescribed by the Church. The Editor of the pre- 
sent work, therefore, has thought that he might with propriety insert 
some occasional prayers and devotional offices for the sick, principally 
drawn up by eminent divines of the Church of England. 

To imbibe the fervent SPIRIT of prayer which animates all the 
offices of the Church, must be the obvious duty of all her Ministers. 
Would it not be also proper for them to commit to memory the LAN- 
GUAGE of her prayers ? They would thus be ready, on all occasions, 
in their private intercourse with their people, to pray with them not 
only in language sanctioned by the authority of the Church, and ap- 
proved by the pious through a series of ages ; but in language inimita- 
bly simple, affecting, and impressive. By thus conforming, on occa- 
sions for which particular prayers are not enjoined by the Church, to 
the spirit, and as far as possible, to the language of her Litur^, they, 
will exhibit a commendable example of respect for her institutions, of 
attachment to her cause ; they will excite and cherish a En)irit of devo- 
tion lively and fervent, yet r^ulated and sober ; and they will dis- 
charge the important duty of discouraging those irregular effusions 
which, experience proves, too often excites a passionate and transitO' 
ry, at the expense of an enlightened and substantial devotion. 

If the prayers and offices ot the Church were committed, at least in 
great part, to memory, could they not be performed with greater spirit 
and solemnity ? ]
